Regulator for Paper-Drying Ma- 
chines. 








The purpose of the device illustrated 
is to provide means whereby the tension on 
the web of paper can be regulated, and at the 
same time the quantity of steam passing to 
the drying cylinders of a paper-drying machine 
will be automatically regulated, according to 
the condition of the paper passing through the 
drying-machine. The method presented con- 
sists in journaling one of the top rollers of the 
machine in one arm of a three-armed lever, to 
another arm of which is attached a rod pro- 
vided with a tension-spring, and to the oppo- 
site arm is connected the handle of a steam 
valve for regulating the supply of steam to the 
drying-cylinders ; and it also consists in pro- 
viding a bell for giving an alarm in case the 
web of paper breaks, and in other details of 
construction. 

Figure I is a side elevation of a paper-drying 
machine having the regulator applied. Fig. 2 
is a longitudinal view of the valve and its 
adjunctive parts. 

It is well known that there is great difficulty 
in regulating the tension and amount of heat 
required to dry paper in its passage over the 
cylinders of a drying-machine, and to obviate } 
these difficulties each end of the second guide- | 
roll, G, is mounted over the first drying-cylin- | 
der, A, in the upper forked arm, T, of a three-

port attached to the frame of the drier. That 
arm I’ of the lever I toward the front of the 
machine is slotted, and a screw-threaded 
rod, K, working in a guide, O, attached 
to the frame of the machine is adjust- 
ably in the Above the 
guide the rod is provided with a hand-nut, 
L, and at its lower end with a hand-nut M. 
Upon the rod K, between the guide O and nut 
M, isa spiral spring, N. The arm O' of the 
lever I, opposite the arm I’, is also slotted, 
and to it is adjustably attached a rod P, ad- 
justably connected with the slotted arm D of 
a regulating-valve C, in the supply steam-pipe 
B of the machine. This valve C may be 
of any suitable construction. The rod P is 
made in two parts united by an ordinary slid- 
ing connection Q. A lever, a, pivoted on the 
frame of the machine, has one end extending 
under the nut L, and its other end provided 
with a hammer, 4, located beneath a gong, H, 
secured in this case on the pivot 7 of the 
lever I. 

In operation the web of paper E, as indi- 
cated by the arrow a passes over the first top 
roller G, down beneath the first drying-cylin- 
der, over the same, and over the second top 
roller G, and so on through the machine. 
The tension on the web of paper is regulated 
for its normal condition of dryness by the ten- 
sion-spring and nut, and the different parts of 
the connections of the lever with the valve are 
arranged to give the requisite amount of steam 
for paper passing through the machine in its 
ordinary condition of dryness. Should the 
paper passing to the machine be more wet or 
heavy than usual, it will not, in passing over 
the first cylinder, become as dry as usual, and 
consequently will not shrink as much, thereby 
lessening the tension and allowing the spring 
to draw down the arm I’, which raises the arm 
O' and adjusts the valve C so as to admita 
larger volume of steam, increasing the heat of 
the cylinders. On the contrary, should the 
paper be drier than usual, or lighter, it will 
shrink more in passing the first cylinder and 
increase the tension on the web, and conse- 
quently on the spring N, thereby raising the 
arm I’, depressing the arm O’, and so adjust- 
ing the valve as to reduce the volume of steam 
and the heat of the cylinders. When the paper

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Valuation of Bleaching Powder.

The value of a sample of bleaching 
powder is always calculated from the amount 
of available chlorine that it contains. By the 
word available is meant that portion of the 
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chlorine that is easily liberated and can there- 
fore be used for bleaching purposes. For it 
must be remembered that even in well-made,

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A Paper-Making Primer.

While on this subject, it may 
be mentioned that bleaching 
powder, and also bleaching 
liquor, is always liable to be- 
come decomposed in the man- 
ner mentioned above, if it be 
kept in too warm a place, or if 
the water used for dissolving 
it be too hot. Attention to 
these two points will be found 
of great service to all paper 
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makers. 

Of the different methods 
employed for the estimation 
of chlorine in powders and 
bleaching liquors, I shall only 
mention one, as it is not only 
the best, but the most con- 
venient to work with. 

It depends upon the fact 


that a given weight of 
chlorine (142.0 grams) is able to oxidize a 
given weight (197.8 grams) of arsenious 


acid (As, Os) and convert it into arsenic acid 
(As, O;3). If now we have a solution contain- 
ing a known weight of arsenious acid, and 
also a solution containing a known quantity 
of the bleaching powder to be examined, by 
adding one to the other until neither bleach- 
ing powder nor arsenious acid is in excess, it 
is easy to calculate the quantity of available 
the 
volume of the arsenious acid solution con- 
sumed. The arsenious acid solution is made 
up in the following way : 

4,945 grams of pure white arsenic, finely 
powdered, are boiled with Io grams pure car- 
bonate of soda (or 25 grams crystal carbonate) 
and about 300 cc, of water, until it is perfectly 
dissolved. The whole is made up with water, 
when cool, to one litre. The solution is now 
of such a strength that I cc. is equivalent to 
.00355 grams of chlorine. 

The method of analysis is the following. 
For the sake of clearness, we will take a case 
from actual practice : 

Five grams. of powder were weighed out

machine. As we are not building a 
machine but are only describing its operations, 
the details of its construction will not be en- 
tered into now, as it would not be desirable 
here to explain the construction and operation 
of the machine at the same time, but it will be 
sufficient to give a statement of the functions 
of «ach part. When the pulp is discharged 
from the pulping engine, it is conveyed by 
suitable spouts or pipes to the stuff chest, 
which is generally placed in the basement and 
is made large enough to hold from 1,500 to 
2,500 pounds of pulp. The pulp is kept in 
motion by an agitator to keep it from settling 
or becoming thicker near the bottom of the 
chest than at the top; it is then delivered to 
the machine by the stuff pump, which is of 
the ordinary cylinder and plunger pattern, 
having brass balls working in suitable seats 
for valves. This pump, if properly set up 
and cared for, will give no trouble, but as it 
also is placed in the basement near to the 
chest it is not conveniently seen, and is, 
therefore, likely to be neglected, some- 
thing which should not be permitted. The 
machine tender ought to examine the pump at 
least once on each tour, and ascertain if the 
packing is in good order and whether the bolts 
about the pump are all tight, and he should 
also see that the pump is regularly oiled. The 
packing, and the manner in which the pump is 
packed, deserve care and attention. The best 
Kentucky hemp-yarn, braided large enough to 
fill the space in the packing-box, makes a good 
packing, and it ought to fit tight between the 
plunger and the sides of the box, as in that 
case the follower need not be screwed down 
very tight, and if a sma!l stream of water is 
run on the lip of the follower the pump will 
run easier and be less liable to leak than when 
the whole dependence is placed upon screwing 
the packing down tight. The pump throws 
the pulp up, and into, the stuff-box, which is 
placed enough higher than the machine and 
chest to enable the pulp to flow to either, and 
is arranged by means of partitions and gate to 
allow all of the pulp to flow back to the chest, 
or all of it to the machine, or a part to both. 
The gate works best when arranged in a slop- 
ing position from the top of the end of the box 
to the top of the partition over which the pulp 
flows, as in this position it is more sensitive, 
and its action is more positive, than when it is 
hung vertically. When the gate is hung verti- 
cally, the pulp must be kept quite thin in the 
chest to permit it to flow through the gate and 
over the partition, and when the gate is moved 
a corresponding movement does not always 
take place in the thickness of the paper ; 
whereas, with the gate in a sloping position, 
the slightest change in the position of the gate

Rags had already advanced to figures which 
could hardly be met by the prices on paper, 
and the rag market was still advancing, owing 
to short supplies. 

The production of all lines of paper, how- 
ever, was fully equal to the demand, and in 
consequence manufacturers found no little 
was ‘‘ bound to go up.” 

The slight advance on paper having been so 
stubbornly met, it began to look to manufac- 
turers as though the market would not stand 
another rise, although rags were getting high- 
er, and when paper-stock was wanted paper 
makers were forced to meet these almost daily 
advances. 

This was the condition of things which 
prompted last month’s meeting. For the evils 
two remedies were offered. One to secure a 
modification of the prohibitory order in the 
hope of getting cheaper rags, and failing in 
that, to restrict production that the lessened 
supply of paper would promote better prices 
and so insure the trade from loss: e 

In getting the government to modify its 
official action, there was little hope, yet a bold 
stand was made, and to the action of the 
paper-makers’ associations is the favorable 
consideration of its interests due. 

Still this sudden action was not looked for, 
and the only alternative was to advise a cur- 
tailment of production. 

Having secured a modification of the pro- 
hibitory order so that rags not gathered in 
infected districts can be shipped from now 
infected ports, it might be asked if the condi- 
tions of the paper trade still warrant the mills 
in lessening their product. 

To this question the manufacturers answer 
Yes, and for these reasons : Notwithstanding 
the modification of ‘‘ the order,” the supply is 
still restricted nearly one-half, or to state it as 
it has been figured out, three-eighths. Foreign 
packers have also, in view of the fact that 
rags are badly wanted in this country, ad- 
vanced their prices, and the foreign market is 
reported firm at the advanced quotations. 

Though the rag market is not so high as it 
was just before the government's modification 
of its order, rags are still ruling at figures 
somewhat higher than quotations of a month 


ago, and should buyers become numerous |

With mills running at full capacity there is 
an overproduction of paper, so that higher 
prices can not be maintained, while such a 
course also adds to the evil by stiffening the 
paper-stock market, so that the profits to the 
manufacturers of paper are even still less.

Manufacturers agree that 
the price of paper must advance again soon 
from half a cent to a cent a pound, for al- 
though they can now buy foreign rags cheaper 
than they could two months ago, it will not be

THE JOURNAL'S correspon- 
dent thinks that the reproduction of this 
article in our columns would be interest- 
ing to our readers. We infer that this 
suggestion conveys also the belief that 
the article would be useful. As we are 
disposed to take issue with our contem- 
porary and cannot spare the room to re- 
print what it says in full, we shall quote 
exactly and reply categorically. It re- 
marks: “Before considering the best 
means of governing the exact quantity of

damp pulp.” Our contemporary labors 
under a misapprehension when it classi- 
fies chemically prepared wood pulp, with 
mechanically prepared wood pulp. In no 


| respect do these resemble each other; 


they have no properties in common; the 
difference in their qualities is as great as 
the difference between common print 
paper and writing paper, and they cannot 
therefore be considered in the same argu- 
ment. Mechanically prepared wood pulp 
is wood ground to a pulp; the name 
“wood pulp” is therefore appropriate. 
Chemically prepared wood pulp is consti- 
tuted of the fibres of the wood, separated 
by chemical action from the incrusting 
or cementing matter by which they are 
held together ; hence, the name ‘ chemi- 
cal fibre,” adopted by THE JOURNAL 
some years ago and now generally 


| employed by manufacturers, and which 


is both descriptive and_ distinctive. 
The necessity for this distinction will 
apparent when we quote the 
fourth point of our contemporary’s ar- 
It says: 
“Fourthly, the dry pulp never does get 


| thoroughly wet, there being some pieces | 
whieh go to the machine in small hard | 


lumps and spoil the paper.” Again, it 


| says: “In artificially drying wood pulp 
the fibres set very strongly and the pulp | 


bone dry is actually much harder than 
the wood in nature. This statement is 
undeniable, except as a mere matter of 
caprice. Accordingly, when dried wood 
is set to soak in water for several hours 


|or maybe days, the pulp upon examina- | 
tion will be found to be but partially | 


penetrated, and we have heard from sev- 
eral paper makers that this is a great 


annoyance to them, because pieces of | 
| wood which have resolutely refused both

decay.” To this may be added, it is easier 
| to put up in packages which will exclude 
| the dirt, and it is more convenient for 
storage, and the danger of freezing in 
winter is avoided. It must, however, be

pulp, a point which seems to be over- 
looked by our contemporary. Taking this

| fore us and can readily see that the dry 
form is to be preferred in the case of 
chemical fibre, and that therefore it is not 
necessary to test it; but we desire to note 
here that as it is dried by the same means 
and in the same manner that paper is 
| dried, it will contain or hold the same 
amount of moisture that paper does, viz., 
from 5 to 10 percent. On the other hand 
we see that wood pulp must be handled 
| in the damp state, because if once thor- 
oughly dried it can not be again reduced 
perfectly to pulp. We shall recur to this 
again.

The attention of Inspector Byrnes was 
called to the operations of Branscom a few 
days ago by Conrow Brothers, who had be- 
come suspicious that the note held by them 
was not genuine. Detective-Sergeants Haley 
and Ruland were sent out to investigate 
Branscom. They reported that he was an ex- 
convict who had served three years in prison 
for forging Florida bonds. An interchange 
of telegrams with Messrs. Richardson and 
Oliver had convinced the-Inspector in the 
meantime that Branscom was a swindler, and 
that the notes issued by him were forged. 
Branscom was arrested on Monday evening, 
and yesterday he remained a prisoner at Police 
Headquarters, having been remanded to the 
custody of Inspector Byrnes until to-day. He 
gave his age as forty-five, and said he was a 
native of Virginia. Finding that he had been 
detected in forgery, he made a voluntary 
statement that no other person had been en- 
gaged in the swindling operation. 

If his plans had been carried to a successful 
close he would have received $25,000 from the 
American News Company for the sale of the 
guide-books, $50,000 for the books printed by 
Little & Co., and about $15,000 for advertise- 
ments in the books. He had placed on the 
market worthless notes to the amount of $52,- 
ooo, all of which were made payable four 
months after date.
